CHAPTER 636

AN ACT to renumber and amend 20.49 (2) (a) of the statutes (as amended by chapter
320, laws of 1953), relating to the allowance to municipalities in lien of the general
property tax on motor vehicles.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assemdbly, do enact as
follows:

20.49 (2) (a) of the statutes (as amended by chapter 320, laws of 1953) is renum-
bered 86.35 (1) and amended to read:

86.35 (1) From the appropriation made by s. 2049 (8) there shall be allotted an-
mually on December 15, * * * 1954, and annually thereafter, to each town, village
¥ * * and cty, a privilege highway tax in an amount as herein set forth in lieu of
the general property tax * * * assessed prior to 1931 on motor vehicles. Each town,
village and ecity shall receive an amount equal to 11 per cent of the net registration fees
derived from motor vehicles customarily kept in such town, village or eity in the fiseal
year ended the previous June 30 and registered under the provisions of s. 85.01 (4) (e)
and 20 per cent of the net registration fees derived from all other motor vehicles regis-
tered under s. 85.01, but in no ecase less than the approximate amount collected by said
municipalities from the property tax on motor vehicles levied in the year 1930 as com-
puted under ch. 22, laws of 1931. On December 15, 1953, the allotments to municipalities
m liew of general property tax on motor vehicles shall be made according to s. 20.49 (2)
of the 1951 statutes.
